First American
Hard Rubber Base
Made by Goodyear

“Although motor truck tires of various
types had been mads for some Years
previous to 1808, It can be sald that it was
in that year that the American hard
rubber base tire was born In the Good-
your plant,” says C. W, Martin, Manager
motor truck tire department, the Good-
year Tire and Rubber company, Akron, O,

“The first order for motor truck tirea
of the hard rubber base type WwWas re-
celved on April 7, 1908, from the Fifth
Avenue Comch company of New York.
It called for four tires, It took until
May 15 to make these tires and ship
them.

“A year before thia order came In Me
Tatohfield went to Europe and invasti-
guted what was known a8 the Peter
Union tire. At that time it was consid-
ered the best tire In Burops. On his re-
turn we axperimented for nearly a year
on the wuleanisation of hard and soft
rubbar. Plually we devised twoe com-
pounds and a cemant that worked to-
gether. This exparimental work brought
sut the suceossful way to vulcanive hard
rubber to steel, and soft rubber to hard,
0 that the heaviest loads at the sharpest
lurns would have no effect upon the
tire.

“Mr. Litchfield then set about bullding
the first American hard rubber base tire,
patterned aftar the Peater Union tire. And
& was put upon the market in April, 1008

“At that time our motor truck tire sec-
tlon econsisted of two men and one or two
molds This I8 quite & contrast to the
mesant equipment, which has a capuoity
of 1,009 tires a day, bullt in » department
smploying 30 men. The growth of this

WE REGRET THAT SOME MAKERS of sixes are
prone to indulge in statements and to advance
claime for sixes that when they are not ridiculous
are, to say the least, inaccurate and therefore mis-
leading.

EVIDENTLY INTENDED to appeal to the un-
thinking or the uninformed such claims cannot but
make the judicious grieve. And we, as one of the
leading makers of sixes, feel that the six cause is
injured rather than advanced by such tactics.

WE FEEL VITALLY CONCERNED—because, you
will recall, it was our unequivocal statement, made
in an ad some months since, that precipitated the
tremendous demand for sixes. We said, “Yoy are
entitled to a six,"” if you are buying a car above a
certain price or of more than certain horsepower.
You recall that ad of course.

WELL, THAT STARTED THE TROUBLE,
Makers who had not anticipated the six demand
found themselves compelled to make sixes by add-
ing two to the four they already had in old
model. These makers very evidently had not
believed in sixes before that. Made them under
pressure, as it were.

PERHAPS THAT EXPLAINS WHY such makers
are now claiming unreasonable—and ble
things for the six type of car. They don't
never been thoroughly converted. Like the
Chinaman, embrace our religion for revenue—
but return to as soon as they retum to
China.

WE BELIEVE IN SIXES—PROFOUNDLY. That
is why we regret to see the cause injured by mis-
placed seal—that’s a charitable term, isn't it?

LET US TAKE A FEW of the more glaring more
general of the mis-statements.
